J. H. Hawley, leading counsel for 


the state, and Orchard were the fig- 
ures around whom most of the storm 
of the morning centered. 
Through- 


out the ten weeks of testimony tak- 
ing Hawley and Darrow have clashed 
almost daily and there has been fre- 
quent exchanges of angry words un- 
der which Hawley's argument 
the 


lie was passed. 
This morning Dar- 


row vented Ms accumulated wrath. 
There was no attempt at refinement 
of attack. 
It was straight vitupera- 


tion and angry. denunciation. 
For 


two hours and a half Darrow 
rang 


the charges on Orchard's past, his 
present and his future and on Orch- 
ard he heaped every word of abuse 
and contempt that the least possible 
show of respect for the court would 
permit. 


The court room was crowded to Its 


limit, was hot and the atmosphere 
heavy, but the Chicago lawyer held 
his 
audience to 
close 
attention 


throughout the morning. He pleaded 
with voice and gesture. 
Not quies- 


cent for a moment, he paced to and 
fro before the jury box, addressing 
each of the jurymen in turn and al- 
ways 
pleading that an Idaho jury 


would never find a verdict against 
Haywood upon 
the 
testimony of 


Orchard, who, he sa!d, was "corrob- 
orated only by a dog, a wall eye 
horse and J. H. Hawley." 


Mr. Darrow, inclosing the 
argu- 


ment of the morning- .session, said 
that if the jury should hang William 
Haywood, "one million willing hands 
will 'seize the banner of liberty by 


the open grave and bear it on to vic- 
tory." 


DARROW WANTS ACQUITTAL. 


Tells Jury Half Way Verdict Will Not 


Answer. 


Boise, Idaho, 
July 
24.—Clarence 


Darrow. of Chicago, today began the 
closing address for the defense to the 
jury in the Haywood case. 


The court room was crowded to its 


capacity. 
In opening. Mr. Darrow 


impressed the chief case upon the 
twelve men in the box. and declared 
the defendant is in Idaho as an alien, 
brought 1.500 miles from home into 
a community and before a jury which 
does not view life or industry as the 
men accused of the murder of former 
Governor 
Steunenberg 
hava been 


taught to look at it. 


Pleads for Fair Trial. 


"The defendant in this case and the 


men in the jail below," declared Mr. 
Darrow, "have been brought to trial 
in the home of a man who was killed 
in the most cowardly, the most bru- 
tal way that any man was ever sent 
to death. 
Many of you men on this 


jury voted for Governor Steunenberg. 
One of you had 
business 
relations 


with him, while in the house of an- 
other of you he made bis home for 
two years. 
You are almost the fam- 


ily circle of the murdered man and 
none of you has ever had any com- 
munity of Interest with these defend- 
ants. 
Under these 
circumstances, 


I can but ask j-ou to lay aside as 
much of the passion and prejudice as 
you can and look at us as if we are 
one of you. 
Give us the fair and im- 


partial trial you would give If you 
had not known the deceased. 
You 


men. for more than a year past have 
had your minds poisoned by lies in

Vremya today publishes details of an 
alleged anti-dynastic 
movement

south China, ascribing it to Japanese 
instigators who, the paper says, are 
busily preparing for the Manchu dy- 
nasty in China the same fate which 
has just overtaken the emperor of 
Korea. 


Continuing the paper says that in 


contravention to the 
supplementary 


provisions of the CUina-Japan treaty 
of 1905 denning the regions where for- 
eigners, including Japanese, shall be 
permitted to reside, Japanese agents 
have worked their way in the most 
remote corners of the empire. 
The 


note of Japanese intrigue consists in 
assuring the Chinese that Japan is 
their protector against the nations of 
the west, and at the same time reas- 
suring the westerners that Japan is 
their vanguard against the Chinese 
peril. 


The apprehensions of the 
Novoe 


Vremya regarding tie reopening of 
the far '.astern question 
are 
fully 


shared in Russian 
military . circles, 


where the steady armament of China 
and Japan is viewed with alarm. This 
movement is regarded as primarily 
menacing to the remnant of Russian 
possessions on the Pacific. 


ENTENTE 
UPON.

that the terms of the Russo-Japanese 
entente were finally agreed upon at 
the meeting of the elder statesmen 
held yesterday^ The entente probably 
will be publishedftiprtly and simulta- 
neously in both c^fintries.

his life by drowning while bathing in 
Sylvan lake at Rome City Sunday aft- 
ernoon, reached the city at noon to- 
day, and were taken co the Peltier un- 
dertaking rooms. 
The funeral serv- 


ices will be held tomorrow morning at 
9 o'clock from St. Patrick's Catholic 
church. 


Ceaseless search 
for the body, 


which had been in progress since the 
accident Sunday afternoon, was re- 
warded at 10:30 o'clock 
Tuesday 


evening, when 
the 
remains 
were 


brought to the surface by the use of 
a grappling hook which 
lifted the 


body out of the water at a point 
where it was from twelve to fifteen 
feet in depth.. 


An unusual incident is told in this 


connection. 
Among the 
searchers 


daily since the accident was an aged 
resident o£ Rome City, who had in- 
sisted from the first that the body 
had gone down ^closer to shore-.than 
was indicated by the opinion of many 
of the witnesses. 
One spot in the 


lake had been marked 
by a pole 


plunged into the lake hy Mayor 
Hosey, and the territory surrounding 
this spot was searched thoroughly 
several times. -Tuesday evening the 
aged Rome City man, whose name 
was not learned, lay down for a nap 
after his supper. 
Shortly after 10 


o'clock he returned to the lake with 
the declaration that he had dreamed 
the body lay close to the pole which 
Mayor Hosey had placed in the water. 
Taking a long hook, the aged man 
searched 
fo>- a few moments about 


the spot and drew up the body, the 
hook caught beneath the arm. Grap- 
pling hooks from the Fort Wayne po- 
lice department equipment had been 
taken to Rome City, hut the weeds 
were so thickly Interwoven in the 
bottom of the lake that the heavy 
hooks could not be drawn by the use 
of row-boats. J. C. Peters' gasoline 
launch was volunteered for this serv- 
ice, 
but before it reached the spot 


the body had been found. 


Dennis O'Connor, the father of the 


young man, who had remained at the 
lake almost constantly since Sunday 
evening, had returned home but a few 
hours before the discovery of the 
body, utterly worn out by the long 
and anxious search. He was notified 
late last night of the finding of the 
body and went to Rome 
City this 


morning to attend the coroner's in- 
quest, returning with the remains at 
noon today.

Peace Plans Aid Him and 


State Committee Will 


Endorse Eim. 


Chicago, July 24.—A special from 


Washington that is printed today in 
the Tribune says: 


Washington is greatly worked up 


over the outcome of the meeting oi 
the Ohio state central committee to 
be held at Columbus next Tuesday 
afternoon. 
AH information received 


here for weeks past has been to the 
effect that Secretary Taft could de- 
pend on an absolute indorsement of 
the committee whenever 
it 
should 


meet. 
His most enthusiastic friends 


insited that it would be 
unanimous 


for him. 


The Foraker 
people r.re equally 


sure that the- senator, with the assist- 
ance of Senator Dick, can secure at 
least a majority of the committee. 
Those who have been studying the 
situation most closely are inclined to 
believe that both of these views are 
correct. 
That is to say. Ohio men 


here think it quite 
likely that the 


state central committee will declare 
for Taft for president acd Foraker 
for the senate, or will at least refrain 
from taking any action hostile to him. 
Joint action of this kind is at least 
quite possible and in the long run it 
would be acceptable to both factions 
of Ohio republicans. 


Boomers With Axes.to Grind. 


When • Secretary Taft was first be- 


ing boomed for the presidency by his 
.personal friends in Ohio an unwise 
effort was made to tie him up with 
the anti-Foraker 
movement. 
The 


men who first offered their services 
to Taft to promote his presidential 
chances were all influential republic- 
ans, but they were all enemies of 
Foraker, and two or three of them 
hoped to succeed to his place. 
It 


was some time before the secretary 
began to realize that some of these 
friends were not 
entirely 
disinter- 


ested and that he was 
being 
de- 


pended upon to pull their political 
chestnuts out of the fire for them. 


Senator Foraker 
was never a 


candidate for the presidency. 
His 


open opposition to President Roose- 
velt on the rate, bill, the Brownsville 
affair, and a number of other things 
rendered it impossible that he should 
secure any considerable 
republican 


support throughout the country, so 
long as the popularity of the presi- 
dent remained in evidence.' 


When Foraker began to attack Taft 


in the early part of the summer, he 
was only fighting for his own politi- 
cal life. 
He discovered that Con- 


gressman Burton 
and 
others who 


were particularly active in the Taft 
propaganda were after his seat in the 
senate. 
To save himself he had to 


fight Taft. 


State Primary Issue Explained. 
The first proposition for a state 


primary came from Senator Foraker 
and It was decidedly double headed 
in its proposed methods. 
The sug- 


gestion, was that the voters should 
declare their preference between Taft 
and Foraker, both for the presidency 
and for the senate. 
As Foraker was 


not an active candidate for president, 
and Taft had no ambition to go to the 
senate, It was evident that a primary 
of this character would only result in 
confusion worse confounded. 


Since that time the issues in Ohio 


have shifted to a remarkable degree, 
and there has been an elimination of 
fictitious issues which makes it quite 
possible that the meeting in Colum- 
bus next Tuesday may be something 
of a triumph both" for- Fcrafier 
and 


Taft. 


In the first place, the secretary of 


war found it necessary in the earliest 
stage of the campaign, to declare posi- 
tively that he had no intention of be- 
ing a candidate for the senate him- 
self, and would not accept the place 
if it were offered to him. 


Then came a legal opinion which 


should have occurred to even' .one at 
the outset—that there was no pro- 
vision for any such primary, no way 
to pay its expenses, and that, in the 
long run, it would be an absurdity. 
The call for the republican national 
convention will not even be issued 
until the early part of next Decem- 
ber, when the 
national 
committee 


meets here in Washington. 


Folly in Political Fight. 


About this time the Taft men made 


an 
important 
political 
discovery, 


which was that the secretary of war 
would have a hard enough time get- 
ting the nomination for the 
presi- 


dency, and if nominated would have 
to fight for election even in his own 
state. 
It was seen that it would be 


political folly for him to 
entangle 


himself with the fight on the senior 
senator from Ohio and a fellow resi- 
dent of his home town of Cincinnati.

CAULIFLOWER ATI GRATIN. 


If the cauliflower is exceptionally perfect and fine, pick 


off the coarse outer leaves, wrap in a cheesecloth, cover and 
cook in boiling salted water for about half an hour, but do 
not cook until it is sodden. 
Drain thoroughly and put into 


a deep dish, dredge thickly with grated Parmesan cheese, then 
a thinner layer of stale bread crumbs, and on this a number 
of little pieces of butter the size of filberts. 
Cook In a 


brisk oven to a golden brown and serve hot. If the cauli- 
flower is not perfect, after cooking In the salted water break 
Into flowerets, put them with the stems, broken in pieces, iu 
E shallow baking dish, sprinkle with popper, grated cheese 
and crumbs moistened in melted butter. Add a little milk 
to moisten, then another layer of the flowerets, crumbs, 
cheese, etc., with a thin layer of. buttered crumbs on top.

any year since 1S92, if the number of 
employes thrown out of work by 
strikes and the duration of the strikes 
be taken as a measure. 


According to the twenty-first an- 


nual report of the bureau of labor of 
the department of commerce and la- 
bor in 1905 there were 221,6SO em- 
ployes thrown out of work by 2,"77 
strikes undertaken by 176,337 strikers 
in S.2S9 establishments and lasting an 
average of twenty-three days in each 
establishment involved. 


Taken From the Report. 


The report, in part, says: 
The year 1S94 stands out in the 


history of the country as the year 
most notable for the great number of 
workers 
thrown 
out 
of 
work 
by 


strikes, over 6CO.OOO employes being 
thrown out of work by l,3-!9 strikes 
undertaken by 504,094 strikers in S,- 
196 establishments, and 
lasting an 


average of forty-two days in each es- 
tablishment involved. 


Statistics for a twenty-five year per- 


iod from 1SS1 in 1905 shows strikes in 
the United 
States numbered 3(5,757 


and lockouts 1,546. The total number 
of persons who went out oa strike dur- 
ing the twenty-five years was G,72S,- 
048 and locked out 716.231. 
The de- 


pendence of one occupation upon an- 
other in the same 
establishments 


swells the aggregate of employes af- 
fected during the period to 9,529.434. 
The average duration of strikes per 
establishment was twenty-five days, 
and of lockouts eighty-four days. 


In the Building Trades. 


The greatest number of strikes in 


any one industry was in the building 
trades, which had over 26 per cent, of 
strikes and 38 per cent, of all the es- 
tablishments involved in strikes. 


The importance of the part that 


organized labor plays in strikes is in- 
dicated by the fact that of the total 
number 
of 
strikes 
in 
twenty-five 


years, practically 69 per cent, 
were 


ordered by labor organizations. 
Em- 


ployes who struck succeeded oftener 
than they failed and employers were 
similarly successful in lockouts. Em- 
ployes succeeded in winning all the 
demands for which the strikes were 
undertaken in 4S per cent, of the es- 
tablishments, succeeded in part in 15 
per cent, and only in 35 per cent, of 
the establishments did they fail en- 
tirely to win any of the demands. 


Lockouts in over 57 per cent, of the 


establishments succeeded; partly in 
11 per cent, and failed entirely in 32 
per cent. 


Strikes ordered by labor organiza- 


tfims were wholly successful in prac- 
tically 50 per cent, of the establish- 
ments involved; partly successful in 
almost IB per cent, and failed entire- 
ly in only 35 per cent, of the estab- 
lishments. 


Most Strikes for Wages. 


During the twenty-five year period 


mentioned 41 per cent, of all strikes 
were undertaken for increased wages 
alone, or in combination with other 
causes: over 2?> per cent, wholly or 
partly by disputes concerning the 
recognition of unions and union rules; 
practically 12 per cent, caused by re- 
duction of wages, almost 10 per cent, 
were to enforce demands for a reduc- 
tion of hours, and only a little less 
than 4 per cent, were sympathetic. 


Strikes for increased wages have 


been more successful than those for 
any other cause. 
Strikes concerning 


recognition of unions and union rules 
entirely failed in 43 per cent, of the 
establishments involved, and sympa- 
thetic strikes, the most unsuccessful 
of all. entirely failed in 76 per cent, 
of the establishments involved. 


During 1901-1905 6 per cent, of all 


strikes and 12 per cent, of all lock- 
outs were settled by joint agreement 
and less than 
2 per cent, 
of the 


strikes and a little over 2 per cent, 
of the lockouts were settled 1,, arbi- 
tration.
